The Importance of the full ro-op- 
•ration of women wRh the * «overa- 
rneftt in tin? readjustment of the com­ 
mon practices of life ft has undertak­ 
en is becoming more and more olear. 
The women’a cOmtfaH tee of the Coun­ 
cil of National Defense feels that ene 
of ths greatest services that women 
can render In this war lies in this co­ 
operation. 
The effectiveness of the 
backing the women have given to the 
effort of the baker»'of the country to 
establish the plan of no bread re­ 
turns in order to save the tens of 
thousands of loaves of bread that were 
going to pigs and chickens is daily 
becoming clear. 
Practically all of 
the bakers of the country are today 
cutting out that waate, and the wo­ 
men are standing by them wherever 
the matter has been called to their at­ 
tention. It Is only here and there that 
a baker is found who, in the hope of 
gaining a competitiva advantage by 
turning his stale bread returns into 
chicken feed, fights the change. The 
women gathered under the banner of 
the women’* committee of the Coun­ 
cil of National Defense 
have 
been 
asked to take care of such. They will 
do it as fast as they discover them. 
The same board which has rallied 
the women to co-operate In saving the 
wasted loaves, is calling On them now 
to co-operate in another saving—one 
vastly gregter; one whkh if properly 
conducted will free not less than a 
hundred thousand men and a tre­ 
mendous amount of equipment, to be 
used where they are really needed. 
Just as in the case of bread, thta 
new saving comes through a reform 
in one of the everyday practices of 
life—the way we get our daily groc­ 
eries. meat, fruit, vegetables. 
They 
come to us almost like the Manna 
from Heaven. All you did in the case 
of Manna, I believe, was to pick it 
up; all we do in the case of our groc­ 
eries is to ask for them—ask for 
them at any hour of the day—a dozen 
times a day It we will—in any quant­ 
ity, a box of matches, a half dozen 
bananas, a pound of steak, and presto, 
It is put on the kitchen table. 
The thing which takes no 
fore­ 
thought on our part, which just hap­ 
pens, is pretty sure to be an ex­ 
pensive thing to somebody. 
Wash­

find out 
What it costa to relieve the women 
of the count rjr of the need of fore­ 
thought in ordering, in making it 
possible for them to ask and get any­ 
thing toat they find they want for 
thpir'iTouseholda at any hour of the 
day.

The Bureau

Commerce 
has 
found that in the city of Washington 
it costs 7.4 per cent of the groes «alee 
of food to pay for its delivery. On a

Now is all this vnat, unnecessary 
use of man and horses and truck* and 
money and titte to be cut out, and 
Hie delivery system put on a rational 
bA*is where it is strictly confined to 
what Is necessary. 
There are not a few «towns in the 
country whert it has already been 
put on such a basis by co-operative 
deliveries. Ann Arbor, Mich., has had 
such a delivery conducted 
by 
its 
merchant* for rtght years. Formerly 
it took seventy wagons to carry home 
the dally buyings of the people. Now 
tt tales but eighteen. In Other town» 
there has been a saving in coat of 
from twenty five to seventy-five per 
cent. * 
Wherever * co-operative delivery 
has been well managed the average 
saving ha* been around fifty per cent. 
Of course this mean» a reform in 
the method of ordering. One delivery 
a day is all that ought to be expected 
under present conditions.

man knows that is all she will get. 
she will quickly and easily reform 
her ways or carry her extra bundles.
